- As Briand. passed the statue of liber- 
ty on, his tour of the city, with hat 
raised high o'ver his head, he turned 
to newspapermen and said:

"This - is the proudest moment^ of 


my,*life. 'This- sta'twe whicb^raises 
abovcHho harbor. her light-siyeading 
arm.'has its replica in Paris-on the 
banks of the Seine. 
Though stand- 


ing thousands of miles apart., these 
two statues point out the close rela- 
tionship which exists between France 
and 
America and. show the aspira- 


tions they have in common, the like- 
ness of their role, their equal love of 
justice and their similar will on the 
path of progress." 


In a prepared statement the French 


premier, said in part: 
• "France is ever ready to join in 
every endeavor 
to avert new con- 


flicts, provided she has nothing to 
fear for" her security, which remains 
one of the most solid guarantees of 
the peace of the world. Just because 
she had to suffer from the war more 
than any other nation she is ready to 
approach 
the problems of the con- 


ference in the most fax-orable spirit 
for the maintenance of peace. 
Be- 


tween France and the United States 
there is no room for any difference, 
however slight. 
Both our countries 


only endeavor to lead the men and 
peoples ot good will to peaceful and 
fruitful work and to reduce

rcneo Memorial chapel Sunday night 
t>v Dr. Frederick Sfiannon. pastor of 
Central church. Chicago, whose lee- 
tuns on "Disarmament" was the fir?t 
of a series of lectures to be given by 
nationally prominent speakers before 
tho people's forum in Appleton this 
winter. 


The four adversaries. Dr. Shannon 


said, arc national selfishness of all 
nations involved, national phanseeism 
or hypocrisy, national traditions and 
national politics. 


Even' nation sitting at 
the con- 


ference, he said would be- prone to 
consider itself first rather than catch 
a vision of international harmony and 
welfare. In this respect, he declared, 
national selfishness will be a formid- 
able menace to disarmament. 


National phariseeism or "the, nation 


going about with a chip on its should- 
er" would bo another powerful men- 
ace, he pointed out, because it breeds 
suspicion. There would be no hope of 
disarmament if suspicion has a plac° 
in the hearts and minds of those who 
gather about the round table in Wash- 
ington next Friday, Dr. 
Shannon 


declared. 


Examine Ourselves 


He asked America to examine itself 


closely so that it might be satisfied it 
is not a national"' Pharisee. "Let us 
ask ourselves." said Dr. ghannon. "if. 
in our relations with Japan we are not 
openly professing one thing but se- 
cretly desiring and plotting another." 
Utmost frankness of. the participants 
in tho conference Is prerequisite to 
any effectual plan for disarmament, 
•was the opinion expressed by 
Dr. 


Shannon. 
National traditions, closely allied 


with national pnde, will be the next 
adversary opposing 
disarmament, at 


the conference said the doctor. Kspe- 
cially might America's national tradi- 
tion of isolation, prove a 
deciding 


factor in the success or failure of the 
conference. 


"No tradition can mean the same 


•when it is 50 years old as it did at 
the time of its birth," Dr. Shannon 
said. "Traditions of isolation formu- 
lated by 'Washington, and Jefferson 
have long ago become obsolete because 
America is no longer isolated. These 
old traditions must be supplanted by 
new and greater traditions and ideals 
if America is to become a great and 
powerful nation in peace." 


Warns Against Politics 


1 Politics, xnll be the' most ugly ad- 
versary of peace -which will sit unseen 
at the greatest conference in history, 
the doctor declared. "Politics have 
always attended.'every great gather- 


. ing of great men since the beginning 


of mankind. "We must push the poli- 
ticians to the background during this 
conference because it is impossible to 
work out a plan of international dis- 
armament as Ions as they hover about 
the conference chambers." He said 
politicians would attempt to make the 
American people believe that disarma- 
ment is impossible and he warned his 
hearers against such political 
propaganda. 


"Just now." said Dr. Shannon, "the 


cations stand at the door of the great 
temple- of peace. This door contains 
several panels. The greatest of these 
is absolute stark necessity. Nations 
ar« oa the road to bankruptcy. Amer- 
ica, is spending 93 cents out of every 
dollar it receives, to maintain our 
army and navy- This cannot con- 
tinue. We must have- peace or become 
bankrupt. Peace is a necessity be 
cause of the evolution in chemical •war- 
fare. "Whole cities and battalions can 
now b« wiped out in a few hours by 
modern, •war devices. "We must have 
peace."

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A REVIEW OF THE RAILEOAD CASE 


Under fhc"ordcr t>£ the railroad labor 


board the employes have been forced tcr 
lake a 12 per cent cut. This was at issue 
only in the background in the recent con- 
troversy which nearly resulted in a nation- 
wide strike. The men have accepted this 
cut/and have acknowledged the jurisdic- 
tion of the labor board as-a mediator be- 
tween the companies and their employes- 
over matters of wages and working' 
conditions. 
. 
^ 


"\Vhile the strike was impending the 


railroads announced that they would ask 
for another cut of 10 per cent. It looked 
in some respects like a provocative at- 
tempt to forc$. a strike. If. that was its 
purpose 
it 
did 
not 
succeed, 
for 


the men kept their heads. It can be said 
for them that they have been quite as 
scrupulous in their regard for the orders 
of the railroad board as have the railroads. 
In the course of the controversy Chief 
Stone of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers named seven roads that he 
charged with violating the board's orders 
and decisions. He had another list of thir- 
ty-three roads which, he said, had reduced 
•wages in violation of the transportation 
act. He was prevented from going through 
with the charges by the board's ruling 
that they were collateral questions that 
could not "be injected into the matter un- 
der consideration. 


So far as obedience to the board's future 


decisions is concerned, that will depend- 
upon the impartiality and justice with 
•which the board administers the law. One 
thing is certain,- the: board should not be 
iii a hurry to consider-a further reduction 
in wages if formal application is made by 
the railroads. The country wants to see 
railway employes well paid. In no case 
does it want to see .them underpaid. Fur-, 
thermore. we believe that if the public had 
concrete knowledge of the pay received- 
by the railroad men as a class, it would 
consider their wages entirely reasonable 
lor the services they perform and the re-' 
sponsibilities they assume. Railroad em- 
ployes should be among the highest paid in 
the country. It is possible that there are 
working rules which are detrimental to 
the railroads, and Avhich. as is charged, re- 


• suit in waste and extravagance. To what- 
ever extent this condition may exist, it will 
react against the men even more seriously 
' than against, the railroads, and it should 


be corrected. In the matter of wage stand- 


~ ards. however, it cannot be said they are 


•unduly high. There .doubtless are instan- 
ces where rather large pay is reveived. but 
it will generally be found to be due to pe- 
culiar conditions or rules which could well 
be modified- 
• 
• • 


Furthermore, reduction in freight rates 


' should not be contingent upon reductions 
in wages. Jior the basis for lowering wag- 
es. "Ways and means should be found for 


• lowering rates without impairing wage 


levels that are reasonable, conducive to 
high-class service and which arc fair and 
just to the men. Solution of the railroad 
problem in its larger aspect means the ac- 
complishment of this very thing, because 
it -will pi:t the operation of the railroads 
on a wore efficient basis, with immense 
savings in overhead and greater benefits all 
around to employes and to the public. 


(lie executive power iutcrpo.se. Exercise 
of this power should be, and generally has 
been, resorted to infrequently and with 
1 
/ 


great caution. 


It is highly necessary that the indepen- 


dence of-the judiciary be preserved, that 
public confidence in the courts be unshak- 
en and above all that they be not subser- 
vient to any outside influence, including 
the executive. The. public is hardly in a 
position to judge as to the merits of the 
controversy between Governor.Blainc and 
Judge Keid over the former's pardon of 
Peter Christ, who was sentenced to four 
mouths in the Oncida county jail for vio- 
lating an injunction in a paper mill strike. 
So far as the controversy is personal it 
has no interest to the public, but the gov- 
ernor's act. out of which the dispute aroseJ 
is of very great public concern. 


The man Christ had but a few days to 


serve tov complete his sentence when he 
was pardoned. It is apparent that Gov- 
ernor Elaine had in mind the serving of a 
principle rather than the mere liberation 
of the prisoner. Had he had primarily at 
heart- the man's liberty he would have or- 


.- dered his release weeks ago. In that event 
' the case could have been determine! by the 
supreme court, and it is a pretty safe con- 
clusion that that tribunal would have up- 
held the contempt order of Judge Reid. 
We think the criticism of the governor ex- 


- pressed by" the bar associations of Brown 


- and Marathon counties is well taken, and 


that in reality Mr. Blaiue has established 
a dangerous precedent, which not only 
weakens the arm of the judiciary in "Wis- 
consin but which encourages the defiance 
of courts and of their orders to safeguard 
life and property.

DEFEAT OF THE SALES TAX 


Defeat of the sales tax proposed by Sen- 


tor Srnoot was to be expected.' Politicians 
are seldom able to weigh legislation save 
on the scales of politics. No matter how 
sound or desirable a proposition may be. if 
there is a great deal ofpublic agitation 
against it the legislator loses his courage 
and either sidetracks the issue or contrives 
to straddle it. 


The sale tax was opposed largely by the 


farming interests and by labor, and it was 
for this reason that the politicians were 
afraid to enact it into law. In this course v 
we believe congress has made a mistake. 
The experience- of France and Canada in 
the collection of consumption taxes -has 
been altogether satisfactory, and the re- 
sults where this-method has been tried 
have been uniformly good. In our judg- 
ment the sales tax offered the surest and 


, quickest method for lifting the shackles 


from business, so far'as that can be done 
by tax legislation Those who have op- 
posed it overlook the .economic fact .that 
any income fax. and particularly the in- 
come taxes now levied, are in the last an- 
alysis a consumption tax * Roger Babson 
is authority for the estimate that allow- 
ance for federal taxes carried into business 
costs is the basis for about 23 per cent of 
average retail prices whereas a turnover 
tax could reduce this to not over three and 
one-half per cent of retail value. Nor 
should the point be overlooked that some- 
think like the latter figure is all that the 
government now really collects in taxes. 
The rest is, dissipated in business extra- 
vagances, waste, and expense, attendant 
upon computation and collection of the 
tax. 


Considered from a strictly scientific 


siasHpoint. a sales or consumption tax 
should have the effect of reducing retail 
prices. It would not. however, interfere 
with profit, either to producer or dis- 
tributor, but would effect large economics 
by reducing the overhead between produc- 
er and consumer. To that extent it would 
be of benefit to both. 3t would, we think, 
be an altogether sane, economical and ef- 
fective means of raising revenue. In the 
long run it would cost the consumer far 
less than the present income Saxes. Even 
if we have a repeal of the excess profits 


tax. 
which has become more or less iim.-ol- 


Icclable. retention of the high -surtaxes 
proposed will continue to have th<* effect of 
driving,capital into tax oxcinpt forms, and 
certainly 1o curtail the risks it is normally 
willing lo fake in the shape of expansions.

TUB GKIM NEUROTIC 


A neurotic is—well, when a, patient or .patron be- 


gins to be a pest, the doctor is liable to" get mad 
and call him a. neurotic. Technically a neurotic is 
uii individual who is'equipped with a neurosis. And 
•a neurosis is defined by ono eminent authority as 
a kind of dugout in which the neurotic hides to es- 
cape the difficulties and responsibilities of life. A 
veritable 'psychological funk hole. 
But 
I don't 


mean to bo too sovcjre on the neurotic. There's 
still another definition of neurosis which is rather 
more soothing. 
Formerly a neurosis was any de- 


rangement of the nervous system, but more latter- 
ly it was only a functional disturbance of the ner- 
vous system. The very latest question IB: "Why is 
a neurologist, anyway? And no answer has yet 
been found. When a specialist, much less an ordin- 
ary general physician, gets to differentiating func- 
tional from organic disease, ho has become alto- 
gether too expensive to be classified as a necessity. 


By this time it should be apparent to any dis- 


cerning reader that I -don't know much about 
neurotics and that I am making a very creditable 
effort to,finish this article without emphasizing that 
fact nec'dlessly. -In short, I'm writing in the ac- 
cepted form and manner for all authors of books 
and essays on "How to Control Your Nerves," and 
suchlike fiction. 


Speaking with as much candor as. is permissablc 


in an article on such a subject, I am admit that 
a neurosis is a disorder of the nervous system for 
which the doctor or specialist can determine no 
cause. That is something like the truth, and in 
telling it I clear myself of the suspicion of being 
a nerve specialist. If I had a little more personality 
and about nine inches more stature a'nd about 50 
per cent more vocabulary, I'd become a nerve spec- 
ialist myself. 


Among the choicer varities of neuroses arc anx- 


iety neurosis, which is an exaggerated fear or fore- 
boding, such as worrying about symptoms culled 
from a nostrum testimonial or a quack doctor book: 
occupation neurosis, such as writer's cramp; trau- 
matic neurosis, such as railway spine or litigation 
sprain, hereditary neurosis, such as migraine or 
epilepsy; and educational neurosis, such as 
neu- 


rasthenia. There's nothing wilful or . counterfeit 
about epilepsy, migraine, railway spine or exagger- 
ated fear of dogs or of nervous breakdown—yet 
there's a funkhole somewhere—and in his zeal to 
find it the doctor sometimes tumbles into it him- 
self, and likes it so well he makes it his own.

teen. Rumania lias twenty four, most- 
ly religious, and while Mexico 
has 


only nineteen national holidays, it is 
estimated that all of its GO local hol- 
idays are observed by more than half 
the people. 


Back in ancient times, -Boman his-

Out of 355 days 
in a year, the Romans set aside 100 as
